has decided to put a tax on raw sugars, 
the great bulk of which are imported, 
and to discriminate in favor of refined 
sugars. Now the sugar producers are 
not nearly so numerous nor is the 
production so widespread as are the pro- 
ducers and the production of wool 
if either raw sugar or unnmnufao 
tured wool should go on the free list 
most careful observers would say thai 
there are ten reasons in favor of mak- 
ing sugar free to one for free wool 
The McKinley law, while abolishing 
the duties on raw sugar, equalizes the 
benefits of production by paying a 
bounty to sugar producers. 
But the 


Democratic House and Senate propose 
to favor the sugar producers and the 
sugar refiners, and to subject the 
raisers of wool to the ruinous compe 
tition of South America and Australia. 
The explanation is that the sugar pro« 
ducers of Louisiana and the sugar 
refiners have a more potent influence 
with the majority than the representa- 
tives of the wool interest. 


Senator Vest's reason iu favor of 


free wool was because he wanted to 
favor the consumer , but in the taxa* 
tion rf sugar the interests of the con- 
sumer are lost sight of in favor of tbe 
few producers and refiners. 
Con- 


sumers will have to pay from one and 
ft half cents to two cents more a pound 
for sugar under the new tariff than 
they pay now. If such a tax could 
result in a great increase in the sugar 
production there would be some reason 
for it, but tbe area in which cane 
sugar can be produced iu this country 
is very small indeed, and hence the 
sugar schedule as adopted by the 
Senate constitutes a scandal in legis- flffltleil%,<M» Deliver and LoweisT 
lation.—The N. Y. Independent.

live there iu easo with their families. 
Their dwellings indicate their prosperi- 
ty. They ;iro sopai-ateel from the street 
by a clay vi'all, rather u^ly, it is trao, 
biit sui'i'onnding generally a very ele- 
gant looking house, before vliich are 
gamboling thoso sleek looking, plump 
cues, vith unusually big eyes, such as 
are pretty faithfully represented on Chi- 
nese vases and screens. Tho main part 
of tho houses of Haivatehiu is divided 
into tvo compartments, and that which 
is behind is raised. Fires are kept up 
under this great platform, which is cov- 
ered vith mats that servo as scats by 
day and beds by night. Opposite tho 
door a uicho is generally seen vhoro 
tho domestic itlols, umiceufetomccl to at- 
titudmizo to profane eyes, repose bo- 
hind an ornamentce! blind. 
The vails 


of tho reception room are lacquered in 
red or black and sometimes covered 
vith figured silk, according to tho 
wealth and tasta of the owner. Tho 
apartment overlooking tho court is gen- 
erally of light wood, perforated and 
carved, anel over these openings colored 
paper is stretched, proeluciug something 
of the graceful c/fi'ect of stained glass.
